That was an interesting interchange be­ 
tween Senator McCormick and Senator 
Borah the other day. The gentleman from 
Illinois was undertaking to stick a pm in 
the democrats by demanding that they de­ 
clare whether or not they approved of Gov­ 
ernor Cox’s declaration in ■* or of con­ 
tinuing the campaign for the League of Na­ 
tions. "I want to know/’ Mr. McCormick 
said, "whether the views of the candidate 
for the presidency at the last election are 
the views of his party here. I am certain 
that soon they will have to take a stand be­ 
fore the public." 
That was a move calculated to embar­ 
rass democratic senators who have not yet 
piade up their minds as to the advisability 
of championing the 
League in the next 
campaign. But Senator McCormick 
had 
forgotten Borah. 
That enfant terrible of 
the republican party immediately threw a 
fine large menkey wrench into Mr. McCor­ 
mick’s machinery 
by interrupting the 
gpea ;er to inquire whether there were not 
feome republicans who were “growing more 
friendly" to the League and by insisting in 
spite of Mr. McCormick’s denial, that the 
number of republican pro-Leaguers “is in­ 
creasing."

heart regarding the League, and yet it is 
equally hard to believe that he has chang­ 
ed so radically as to have become an ad­ 
vocate of that which he so implacably op­ 
posed. 
' In ere is no doubt, of course, that what 
he tcU Mr. McCormick is true. The num­

It is exceedingly interesting 
to note that Mr. Borah is fully aware of

I do not deny that the Chinese go too far 
in the other direction; but for that very 
reason I think contact between East and 
West is li cly to be fruitful to both par­ 
ties. rlhey may learn from us the indispen­ 
sable minimum of practical efficiency, and 
we may learn frc m them something of that 
contemplative wisdom which has enabled 
them to perrist while all the other nations 
of antiqui'y have perlched.

It is tone of the big springs of the 
Ozark foothills and is twenty-five 
miles northwest of the famous Ha- 
Ha-Tonka spring, the importance of 
which as a motive power was dis­ 
covered by the late Col. R. M. Sny­ 
der of Kansas City, who did so much 
to beautify the park there.
